diocese of Tabasco, had been des- 
ignated by the Pope as Archbishop 
of Mexico, succeeding Archbishop 
| Mora y dei Rio, who died a year 
ago. 

The advancement is accorded to 
Bishop Diaz, it is believed, in rec- 
ognition of his services in co-oper- 
ation with Archbishop Ruiz y 
|Flores in arranging the peace 
agreement between the church and 
the Mexican Government. The ele- 
vation of Bishop Diaz came upon 
his fifty-third birthday. He will 
enter upon a gigantic task in the 
re-establishment of the church 
and the exiled clergy in this coun- 
try which for the three years has 
been without religious organiza- 
tion among its Catholic citizens. 
| The appointment follows the ar- 
duous work of the conferences be- 
.tween the church and  astate in 
which Dwight W. Morrow, the 
American Ambassador was a con- 
| Spicuous figure. 

The appointment makes Arch- 
bishop Diaz the titular head of the 
Catholic Church in Mexico while 
Archbishop Ruiz remains as papal 
ilelegate and senior member of the 
|Mexican Episcopate. Archbishop 
| Diaz in his new capacity will have 
the burden of entire reorganization 
of the church in Mexico and the re- 
occupation of the churches by the 
priests. 

Figures in Agreement. 

There were four principals in the 
diplomacy that led to the final 
meetings and the solution of the 
church-state differences. These 
| were Ambassador Morrow, Dr. Mi- 
guecl Cruchaga, former Chilean 
Ambassador to Washington and 
now arbiter in the Mexican-Ger- 
man and -Mexican-Spanish claims 
commissions; former President Piu- 
tarce Eling Ca'ttes and De Edmund 
Walsh, Papal emissary and rector 
of the scnoot of foreign commerce 
at Georgetown University, Washing- 
fon, D.C. A fifth name merits a 
place in this group. It is that of 
Father John Burke of Chicago. 

Parleys got under way in an at- 
mosphere described to the corre. 
spondent by President Portes Gi! 
as “cordial,” but over the issue of 
the liberty of instruction there de- 
veloped a fundamental difference. 
It threatned to break up the dis- 
cussions. Archbishop Rutz firmly 
held that there should be Catholic 
schools with relti,ious instruction.

Since that time, by relocation of our 
roads, 350 crossings have been elimin- 
ated from the system and in addition 
150 grade separations have been effected | 
with the railroads, the railroads paying | 
50 per cent and the State 60 per cent of 
the cost of this elimination, leaving ap- 
proximately 300 crossings on the system 
as used today. Many of these crossings | 
will be eliminated either by relocation | 
or grade separations as our system is | 
completed. The ones which are not con- 
templated to be eliminated at this time | 
mre either located in such way or places 
that it is impossible to eliminate, cr 
are unimportant railroads that have very | 
light traffic. 

On our main highways such as U. 8. 
40 from St. Louis to Kansas Citv, al] the 
railroad crossings, with the exception of 
the electric line at St. Charles, Mo., have 
been eliminated by grade separations. 
There is only one grade crossing on an) 
unimportant railroad ieft on Route 36, 
whic: is from Hanniba! to St. Joseph. | 
Practically the same conditions exist on 
Routes 66, 61 and 71, which are some. 
of the more important primary roads in 
the State.

may set up the same hazard, 

The committee considered as the 
first phase of protection elimina- 
tion or reduction of physical haz- 
ards, such as obstructions of the 
view. Other factors recognized as 
calling for improvement included 
approach grades at railroad cross- 
ings, roadway width, sharp turns 
in the road near the crossing, and 
similar conditions. Suggested 
measures for protection included 
the erection of standard signs and 
signals, stationing of flagmen, 
pavement markings, right of way 
fences, whistle signals and the 
like. 

In connection with highway In- 
tersection hazards, it was pointed 
out that steep banks, trees and 
shrubbery, sharp turns, ditches 
and billboards constitute danger- 
ous physical obstacles to safety at 
these points. Traffic control sig- 
nals and cautionary signals were 
proposed as means of disposing of | 
a great deal of the hazard. : 

In considering both the grade | 
crossings and highway intersec- 
tions it was pointed out that driv- 
ing practices are important fac- 
tors. Attention was called to the 
need for enforcement of such uni- 
form rules of the road as the pro- 
hibition against passing another 
vehicle at a crossing or highway 
intersection. Educational meas- 
ures for enlisting public support as 
well as measures for enforcement 
of existing or future regulations 
were agreed upon as necessary. 

In the organization of these two 
committees every effort was made 
to bring together groups that 
would be cross sections of every 
interest that was concerned in the 
manufacture, maintenance and op- 
eration of automobiles, 

The Maintenance Committee in- 
cluded representatives of the build- 
ers and dealers in automobiles, 
their equipment and accessories, 
the Bureau of Standards, bus oper- 
ators, commercial vehicle fleet 
owners and operators, insurance 
companies, chambers of commerce, 
motor clubs, motor vehicle admin- 
istrators, the National Safety Coun- 
cil, taxicab interests, and the tech- 
nical and trade press. The Grade 
Crossing Committee included much 
the same membership, with the 
Bureau of Public Reads as the 
Federal Government's unit repre- 
sented, and with the addition also 
of stream and electric railways and 
railroad commissioners.

RAPIDLY IN MADRID 


Allowances for 
American and English Work- 
ers .Are Increased.

MADRID, June 22 —The Spanish 


capital, except for Moscow, is now 


the most expensive spot in Europe, 


tf not the world, in which to live, 
by British or American standards, 
bankers, travelers and evonomists 
agree. 


The Angio-South American Bank, 
a London orgenization which main. 


tains a large branch here and keeps 


@ big staff of yeung Eniitishmen 
constantly in training for the South 
American fiel@, has until recently 
allowed its employes 40 ype@ cent 
of their salaries as an extra living 
allowance. Because of the rising 
costs in living this has teen in- 
creased to 46 per cent. 


The National Telephone Co. of 
Spain, an American firm, allows its 
American employes a fiat $250 a 
month for subsistefice in addition 
to their salaries, 

Butter selis at approximately $1 
& pound, The cost of gooj cheese 
is Only slightly lower. Veal costs 
about 60 cents a pound and steak 
is higher than veal. Potatoes sell 
for 3 cents a pound. ' 


Women's clothing at the most 
ordinary shop in Madrid commands 
higher prices than in Bond street 
or Rue de la Paix. Men’s clothing 
ts only slightly cheaper. 

Before the war the peseta stood, 


roughly at five to the dollar. Tak- 
ing the cost of living at that time, 
at an index figure of 100, 
increased now to 190, or nearly 
double. Official figures of the 


Spanish Government show further | 
that meanwhile the peseta has only | 
advanced to, roughly, between six | 


and seven for the dollar. And in- 
dications are that this idvance is 
only momentary. 

These official index figures of 
the Spanish Government will show 
how the cost of living in Madrid 
advanced within a year: 

Vegetables went from 133 in 
March, 1928, to 162 in March, 1929: 
meats remained stationary 
The combined index figures repre- 
senting all combustibles such as 
gas, oil and electric lights, showed 
an advance from 169 to174. Alto- 
gether the general index figure for 
Madrid showed an advance in cost 
of living from March, 1828. to 
March, 1929. of 8 points, that fs to 
say, from 176 to 184. 

The official figuers for Barce- 
lona, while reflecting.a somewhat 
lower general cost of living, gave 
exactly the same ratio of increase 
in prices, that is, 8 points. In 1928 
the index figure was 165, now 
is 173.

OMAHA, Nebraska. 

IVE years ago this summer, George R. 

Christian, 48 years old, a junior part- 

ner of the old and honorable Day @ 

Heaton brokerage firm of New York, 

left his office one day for a month's 

vacation and never returned. He van- 

ished completely. About the same 

tine it was discovered thet $1,000,000 

worth of securities had disappeared 

from the depositories of his firm. As 

a result of that loss, Day & Heaton were forced into bank- 
ruptey, failing for something like $2,400,000. 

Now appears a new chapter in the story. A few 
weeks ago, @ man traveling under the name of Walter R. 
Hayden became ill here in Omaha and was taken to a 
hospital for treatment of an advanced kidney disorder. 
Despite this treatment, his condition became asateadily 
worse and three weeks after his entry he died. This 
stranger now has been identified as the long-missing brok- 
er, George Christian. Papers in the man’s possession led 
to the notification of Christian's relatives in New York. 
The broker's wife and attorney then came to Omaha and 
identified the body in the morgue. It was shipped east 
and buried in Brooklyn. 

Official acceptance of this identification naturally 

would end the long search which has been conducted for 
George R. Christian. But several interesting factors have 
arisen to stand in the way of that official acceptance. 
There is a mystery in the case and the more certain 
suspicious angles of Hayden's death are examined, the 
deeper that mystery becomes. The perfunctory identifi- 
cation of the body by Christfan’s wife by no means dis- 
poses Of a well-defined suspicion that the man was not 
Christian at all, some other person who had been 
induced to assume on his deathbed and carry to his 
grave the missing broker's identity. It requires little 
imagination to perceive the advantages which would ac- 
rue to Christian from such a turn of affaire. The abund- 
int motive for such a ruse, therefore, coupled with con- 
siderable evidence that some kind of secret deathbed 
lransaction took place, argues that Chriatian’s ‘‘death’’ 
was fraud: that Hayden was a ‘‘plant.’’ Such at least is 
the view of County Attorney Henry Beal and other Oma- 
ha officials. 
One point that seems of significance {s this: 
‘is last ilinesa in the Omaha horpital, ‘‘Hayden”™ 
oe visitor and that visitor was a man who 
tim so closely that doctors and nurses thought the two 
vere brothers. This visitor, who gave a name and ad- 
tress Jater found to be fictitious, continued to visit Hay- 
den until it became certain that Hayden would die. On 
one visit, he brought a traveling bag and when a nurse 
chanced to enter the room unexpectedly she saw that the 
bag was full of money in the form of bills. Upon her 
try, Hayden and his visitor. who had ‘been engaged in 
earnest conversation, quickly changed the subject and 
closed the bag, which had been standing open by the bed- 
side.

HE presence of this mysterious friend-—this and 
known ruses which Christian previously had used to 
throw detectives off his trail—-led New York in- 
Vestigators to advance the theory that Christian, watching 
‘orsuch an opportunity, might have found a friend who re- 
fembled him closely and that when this friend became 
hopelessly ill prevailed upon him to assume the role of 
Christian. Some believe this visitor was none other than 
Christian himself. He left three days before Hayden died 
tod two days after the man’s death a telegram came from 
Philadelphia asking Police Inspector Ben Danbaum about 
the coat of shipping the body to Philadelphia and stating 
that funds for this purpose would be wired at once. The 
elegram was signed R. J. Castor and gave a Philadelphia 
tddress which, upon being investigated, proved to be a 
telegraph branch office. It is strongly believed in some 
Warters that this R. J. Castor was Christian attempting 
© gain possession of the body to make sure that remain- 
Mg details of his ruse would be carried out. 
if the affair was a ruse, the early stages of it were 
tleverly executed. Hayden made no deathbed statement 
* Confession that he was Christian, as might have been, 
pected under such circumstances.

In 1926 Christian re- 
turned to America and 
about the same time 
brokerage houses in New 
York and prominent citl- 
zens of Maplewood, N. J., 
found themselves on the 
receiving end of a bar- 
rage of scurrilous letters. 
The letters were con- 
cerned mostly with 
“knocking” .Louies J. 
Christian, a brother with 
whom George had quar- 
reled violently before his 
disappearance. Louis, 
who also was a New York 
broker, then lived in Ma- 
plewood. The _ missives 
came from various points 
in the United States and 
continued with such ve- 
nom and regularity that 
several recipients, includ- 
Louls, turned them 
the Federal au- 


ing 
over to 
thorities. 
Late in 1927, George 
Christian was iocated in 
Philadelphia. Under the name of Edwin E. 
Irving he was living with a young woman 
who, investigation disclosed, was a girl he had educated 
in Brooklyn 10 years earlier. She was 15 then and lived 
two blocks from the Christian home 
Three factors figured prominently in the tracing of the 
Philadelphia. One was his unusual girth He 
275 pounds and was not above medium height 
Another was his penchant for ice cream and the third 
was his weakness for having hia teeth fixed In Phila- 
delphia, Christian had opened a bank account under the 
name of Irving and carried a $10,000 balance with a Phil- 
adelphia brokerage firm He made several good specula- 
tlons which netted large profits and was regarded as One 
of the firm's best clients. Detectives had positively identi- 
fied him and plans were lald for his arrest when he got 
wind of the proceedings and fled 
San Antonio.

formerly head of the New York detective bureau and now 
head of the National Detective Agency, made the find. 
In Philadelphia Smith found that Christian, in opening a 
brokerage account, had given a Philadeiphia dentist as a 
reference. Smith then visited this dentist on the pretext 
of having his teeth examined and remarked that his friend 
‘“Irving’’ had recommended the dentist. The dentist then 
volunteered the Information that ‘‘Irving’’ had recently 
moved to San Antonio and was living there at the home 
of A. A. Brown, tn whose care he received his mail. 

This provided the clew necessary for locating the fugi- 
tive in San Antonio. He was arrested in the postoffice 
there a little later after attempting to cash a large 
check from his Philadelphia broker. The _ specific 
charge against him was that in connection with the 
scurrilous letters. 

He was taken to New Jersey and his bond fixed at 
$5000, which he quickly produced. New York civil au- 
thorities were informed of his arrest, but through some 
misunderstanding he was released before they reached 
Trenton to question him about the missing Day & Heat- 
On securities. He left the city and from that time on 
was never overtaken—unless it be true that the man over- 
taken by death In the Omaha hospital actually was Chrise- 
tian. 

Christian’s letters urged the other partners of Day & 
Heaton to refrain from searching for him. He had none 
of the missing securities, he declared, and his apprehen- 
sion would serve no good end. If arrested, he explained, 
he would be forced to make confessions which 
would not only involve members of his own firm 
but many other prominent Wal! street bankers and 
brokers as well. 

“It is not only best for me,"’ he wrote, ‘‘but best for 
all hands concerned if this thing is hushed up and no 
effort made to touch me. I have nothing and it will do 
no one any good to touch me, but my knowledge and 
testimony would be harmful to many and would be just 
what the District Attorney is looking for."’ 


learned Christian still had the bulk of the million dol- 

lars scattered in various safe deposit boxes throughout 
the Middle West. When arrested in San Antonio Chris- 
tian tried to get in touch with a man in St. Louis to get 
$50,000 from a safety deposit box in some bank in that 
city. , But this attempt- was frustrated and neither his 
accomplice nor the location of the deposit was ever dis- 
covered. 

Detectives learned other things also in the course of 
that long chase, things which now appear to support the 
ruse theory in Hayden's death. One was that Christian, 
in the course of his travels, frequently made friends with 
men who resembled him in appearance. It is suggested 
now that he had picked up such friends with the hope 
that some day he might induce one of them to assume 
his identity. 

Smith came to Omaha to try to make positive the iden- 
tification of the dead man as Christian. He even brought 
a chart of Christian’s teeth with him, but when he got 
there he made no attempt to identify the man by means 
of the chart. He said he knew Christian well and was 
fairly sure the dead man was he, but he couldn't explain 
the short leg or the freckles 

Mrs. Christian's actions in Omaha also were regarded as 
strange. She came here ostensibly to view the body be- 
lieved to be her husband's, yet she was in the city more 
than 24 hours before she made an attempt to do so. 
There was considerable comment about her apparent in- 
difference as to whether the dead man was her husband. 
When she did go to the morgue it was after midnight 
and ner identification of the body was conspicuously per- 
functory She merely looked at the body, remarked, 
“That's him, all right,’ and walked away. There was no 
hint of emotion or concern Altogether she wasn't in the 
more than half a minute When ashe left she or- 
that the casket be sealed and that nobody 
else be allowed to see the body In New York 
gave the same orders when the body was sent 
for burial.

The other was J. I. Davidson, Trenton attorney, who said 
he had represented Christian in life and was taking care 
Davidson couldn't explain the discrepancies 
at the theory of a ruse.

inferred that rejection:explains why 
the court retained the &pplications— 
though one would think the old sol- 
diers would at least have demanded 
their commissions back. But even 
this reasoning doesn’t stand up, for 
some of the papers are indorsed show- 
ing that the pensions were granted. 

Very few of the applications were 
actually written by the old soldiers 
themselves.
